Baltimore, Oct. 26. —Analysispublish­ 
ed in this week’s issue of the M anufac­ 
tu rer’s Record of the figures of the 
w hite aud of the negro populations in 
the census of 1900 show that the move­ 
m ent tending tow ard the diffusion of 
the negro population more generally 
throughout the country has been accel­ 
erated during the past IO years, certain 
northern cities having received large 
accessions of th at class of the popula­ 
tion, and th at the white population of 
the south has made au increase at a 
slightly greater rate than the w hite 
population in the rest. of the oountry. 
The figures show that tho w hite pop­ 
ulation of the 45 states, 4 territories and 
the District of Columbia w ithin the 
limits of the U nited States increased 
from 55,098,388 to 66,810,711, or 11,717.- 
423, equal to 21.95 per oent, while the 
increase of their negro population was 
from 7,488,676 to 8,883,312, or J,444,587, 
equal to 17.95 per cent. 
The increase in the south, including 
the D istrict of Columbia and the 14 
states from M aryland to Texas, the 
Ohio river and Missouri, was, of whites, 
from 12,880,883 to 15,699,304, or 2,818.- 
471, equal to 21.88 por oent, and of ne­ 
groes, from 6,710,582 to 7,885,393, or I,* 
124,510, equal to 16.76 per cent, while 
in the rest of tho country the increase 
was from 42,212,450 to 51,111,407, or 8,- 
898,957, equal to 21.08 per cent, and of 
negroes, from 778,094 to 997,820, or 219,- 
726, equal to 28.23 per cent. 
Three 
states in 
the 
north—New 
York, Illinois and Pennsylvania—had a 
combined increase of whites of 3,192,787. 
or 374,206 more than the whole increase 
of the same class in the south, where 
the greatest actual increase, as well as 
the greatest percentage of increase, was 
in Texas. 
The 680,734 additional in ­ 
habitants of th at state represent 24 
per cent of the total increase, and are 
but 193,101 less than the total increase 
the six New Englaud states, where Mas­ 
sachusetts led w ith an increase of 554,- 
819 w ith Connecticut second w ith 158,- 
985, the comparatively small increases in 
Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont 
m aking percentages of 4.99, 9.29 aud 
8.42 respectively. 
Of the negro population there was a 
decrease in California, Nebraska, N e­ 
vada, N orth Dakota, Oregon. South 
Dakota, Verm ont and New Mexico, 
while there was an increase in three 
Territories and 21 states, the greatest 
increase being, of course, in the south, 
Georgia leading w ith 176,188, followed 
by Mississippi w ith 162,371, Alabama 
148,818, Texas 132,551, South Carolina 
93,387, Louisiana 91,611, Florida 64,550, 
Arkansas 57,739 aud Tennessee 49,249; 
four of these—Alabama, Florida. Mis­ 
sissippi and Texas—having suggestive 
m anifestations in comparison w ith the 
increase of the w hite population. 
The 
rate of negro increase was greater than 
that of the w hite in Alabama, although 
the actual increase was 18,616 less, 
its 
rate was greater than th at of the white 
in Florida aud Mississippi, the actual 
increase of the negroes in the latter 
state being 65,822 more than th at of the 
white, but in Texas the rate of the ne­ 
gro increase was much less than th at of 
the white, where the actual increase of 
the whites was 60,000 more than the 
total negro population in 1900. 
In 1890 three states—Louisiana, Mis­ 
sissippi and South Carolina, had more 
negro inhabitants than white. 
By 1900 
jjouisiaua had overcome that dispropor­ 
tion by gaining during the IO years 
171,217 in w hite population and only 
91,611 of negro population. 
Many of 
the Louisiana negroes w ent into Mis­ 
sissippi, but many others probably took 
part in the movement into Oklahoma 
and Indian Territory.

Washington, Ctet. 26. — When the 
Schley coart of inquiry adjourned yes­ 
terday Admiral Schley bad not com­ 
pleted his testimony. 
He was on the 
stand from ll :80a. rn to8:40. p. m. Court 
adjourned nu til Monday, 20 minutes in 
advance of tho usual ti ate because the 
admiral's throat had become somewhat 
sensitive as a rebuilt of his continuua* 
talking Thursday and Friday. 
The chief event of the day was the 
admiral’s relation of the events of July 
8. when the American fleet sent Cerve- 
ra’s squadron to the bottom of the sea, 
or to the beach. 
Ho told his story of 
this historical occurrence in plain words 
and unaffected style, but the narrative 
wits straightforward and to the point, 
indicating close familiarity with all the 
phases of that event. 
He said that tho 
Brooklyn for a time sustained tho fire 
of all four of the Spanish ships and also 
the fire of the Spanish land batteries. 
Explaining the historical turn of his 
own flagship, the Brooklyn, he said that 
he hail not approached to within less 
than HOO yards of the Texas and that 
be never had considered that vessel in 
the least danger, .us. 
He also xtatedYo 
response to an interrogation from Mr, 
Raynor. 
TtTen. ^srl^g the 
version of t 
[Rison and that twT*hnd 
not used the expression attributed to 
him by Hodgson. 
This refers to the 
alleged colloquoy in which the admiral 
is charged with having said: “ Damn 
the Texas.’* 
Admiral Schley also gave details of 
the reconnaissance oI May SI, when the 
S]>anish ship Chry stubs I Colon was 
bombarded. 
He denied the statements 
attributed to him by Commander Potts 
of the battleship Massachusetts. 
Admiral Schley started his description 
of the battle of July 8 this way: 
“On the morning of July 3 day broke 
beautifully. 
After I had eaten break­ 
fast I came up to take a survey of the 
situation with glasses. 
We were lying 
at that time itossibly three miles from 
the land and I wondered why they had 
permitted us to remain so close. 
At a 
quarter to nine, my orderly reported 
that a signal had been made from the 
flagship to disregard her movements and 
that she had gone eastward. 
Whilst I 
was sitting abaft on a hatchway, I heard 
a call from the forward bridge, 'Tell the 
commodore the fleet is coining out.’ 
That was some time after the mon had 
been called 
to quarters, about 9:33 
o’clock. 
'Well,* I said, ‘go right for 
them ’ The helm was put aport. 
The 
ship was started ahead, and when we 
headed around I said to Captain Cook, 
‘Go ahead full speed and hoist sigual to 
dear ship for action.’ 
That sigual was followed by ‘dose 
up for close action.' The Brooklyn and 
the other vessels charged immediately 
into tho entrance in accordance with 
the original plan of seeking the euemy's 
ships in the entrance or driving them 
ashore. 
Wo continued directly for the 
head of the enemy’s column, the idea 
uppermost in my mind being that if we 
could arrest them long enough for the 
battleships to dose in aud knook them 
to pieces that woald be our best point 
of attack. 
I suppose from the time we 
started, we were IO or 12 minutes turn­ 
ing, first with port helm and then ad­ 
vancing direct to the enemy. 
I saw tho 
ships to the eastward aud westward 
soon close in. 
I said to Captain Cook, 
’close act iou or close up has been 
hoisted* aud it meant to keep inside of 
1000 yards. 
I looked over the starboard 
side and saw the enemy coming oat of 
the harbor. 
“I then looked eastward to nee the 
order of the ships aud I saw the Texas 
apparently a point or more abaft th< 
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starboard beam, heading on some of the 
easterly courses. 
To the loft and east 
of her w k the Iowa. 
The Oregon was 
to the eastward of the Iowa. 
The In­ 
diana was eastward of that position and 
the Gloucester was lying iu under tho 
land. 
The New York was out of sight 
aud oat of signal distance with glasses. 
The moment I mw that, I went for­ 
ward on to a little platform I had con­ 
structed upon the battle tower and in a 
moment was joined by Captain Cook. 
Mr. Hodgson, who was on the upper 
bridge, sang out something to the cap­ 
tain about beiug connected up and all 
ready aud he at the same time san g to 
me ‘Commodore, they are oowiug right

“Out of their effective torpedo rang* 
Captain Cook said: “Yes, we will soon 
be between the cross fire of these ships.’ 
“I said ‘yes’ and I then saw we Had 
advanced without firing. 
The first gun 
I think was fired by lieutenant Simp­ 
son. 
I saw the leading ship, whioh 
apparently had started with the inten­ 
tion of ramming, take a turn ahead to 
the westward, leaving a gap between 
her and the ship following, the Via- 


eaya. 
We wnre advancing in the di­ 
rection of the Viscaya when she also 
seemed to hare given up the intention 
to ram and turned to the westward. II 
then became apparent, as we were 
steering 
on 
diametrically 
opposite 
courses, that the orignal plau had failed 
and that the Spanish fleet had succeed­ 
ed in passing the battleship line. 
“ A new feature of the fight became 
immediately apparent. 
Captain Cook 
gave the order to port helm. 
I did not. 
I sh ald have done it in a second. 
I 
saw the ship’s head swinging very rap­ 
idly and I »«Ar*-d him whether his helm 
was hard aport and he replied that it 
was aport or bard aport. 
I think he 
said hard aport. 
I never saw the star- 
bard side of the Texas at all. 
We were 
never across her bow. 
I never was al 
her port side arid she never approached 
any position that was within 600 yards 
of the Brooklyn. 
She never entered in­ 
to my In-ad at all as a menace or dan­ 
ger. 
We passed completely around the 
circle. 
j 
“ I ho last range that was given was 
I JOO yards and the fact of the nearness 
I of i hat ship (the second Spanish ship) 
impressed itself upon my mind because 
I could see with the naked eye, men 
running over her turrets, ber super­ 
structure deck and I observed the day­ 
light but ween thrir leg- as they ran. 
I During the turn Mr. Hodgson very prop­ 
erly made some allusion to the outlook, 
perhaps for the Texas. 
I do not recall ■ 
what it was, but there was never any 
colloquy of any 
character, between 
Hodgson aud myself. 
“ Before we turned, the leading ship 
was abeam or a little abaft and when 
turned about she was ahead of us; that 
is, on the starboard bow aud all four 
ships aud the forts were firing at th* 
same time and from that moment, the 
following IO or 15 minutes were the 
most furious part of this entire combat. 
Tho roar of projectiles was one of the 
things than can be heard only once in a 
lifetime and then never forgotten. 
It 
appeared at that moment that all four 
of those ships were at work upon the 
Brooklyn, and up to the moment ai 
turning, so far as we could perceive^ 
there was not the slightest evidence 
that they had ever been injured. 
At 
that moment I felt that we were alone 
and jierhaps have most of the fight upon 
ourselves, b-canse I did not know then 
that that the battleships could possibly 
keep up their speed But I said to Capt. 
Cook we m od stay with this crowd. 
I 
had not ait id--a that we would escape. 
Of course, if they coaid have shot as 
well as our people did, they certainly 
would have got us. 
“ When we Lad completely turned 
around I saw the Oregon breaking 
through the smoke on the starboard 
quarter of the flagship, 
I had hoisted 
the signal of ‘close up’ and then ‘follow 
the flag,’ feeling that a new disposition 
was necessary. 
The Brooklyn aud the 
Oregon wero firing iii a manner I had 
never Ken before. 
I never before real­ 
is'd what rapid gnu fire was. 
Both 
ships were at the time a sheet of flame. 
“iSoon af er that I saw that the lead­ 
ing ship was evidently battered hard. 
She lagged astern. 
I saw smoke com­ 
ing oui of her ports and out of her 
hatches and the fact that impressed it­ 
self upon me was that the columns were 
going straight up in the air. 
“ I said to Captain Cook, ‘we have got 
one. 
Keep the boys below informed of 
all the movements, they cannot see and 
they ought to know,’ and he did so 
throughout the action 
Every few mo­ 
ments messages were sent below to the 
men that were answered often with 
cheers whioh we oould hear through 
the ventilators. 
Shortly after I saw a 
ship on fire, the Oquendo. 
She started 
immediately iu shore, leaving the Vis- j 
cay a and the Colon. 
The Viscaya took ■ 
a leading position on the bow and 1 1 
thought for a little while she would out- j 
foot us. 
" I he Colon worked in shore and the 
time between tho dropping out of action I 
of those two ships until the Viscaya 
tunned in shore was perhaps 30 minutes, 
during which she was abreast of the

day with the fact that the officers aud 
men who were engaged in that straggle 
fulfilled in the very highest and in the 
very noblest degree the traditions at the 
American navy.”

Baltimore, Oct. 26.—Analysis publish­ 
ed in this week’s issue of the M anufac­ 
tu rer’s Record of the figures of the 
w hite and of the negro populations in 
the census of 1900 show that the move­ 
m ent tending toward the diffusion of 
the negro population more generally 
throughout the country has been accel­ 
erated during the past IO years, certain 
northern cities having received large 
accessions of that class of the popula­ 
tion, and th at the white population of 
the south has made an increase at a 
slightly greater rate than the w hite 
population in the rest of the oountry. 
The figures show that tho w hite pop­ 
ulation of the 45 states, 4 territories and 
the District of Columbia w ithin the 
lim its of the United States increased 
from 55,093,283 to 06,810,711, or 11,717,- 
423, equal to 21.25 per cent, w hile the 
increase of their negro population was 
from 7,488,676 to 8,883,312, or 1,444,537, 
equal to 17.96 per cent. 
The increase in the south, including 
the D istrict of Columbia and the 14 
states from 
Maryland to Texas, the 
Ohio river and Missouri, was, of whites, 
from 12,880,833 to 15,699,304, or 2,818,* 
471, equal to 21,88 per oent, and of ue- 
prnes, from 6,710,582 to 7,835,392, or I,- 
124,510, equal to 16.76 per cent, while 
in the rest of the country the increase 
w as from 42,212,450 to 51,111,407, or 8,- 
898,957, equal to 21.08 per cent, and of 
negroes, from 778,094 to 9)b,8i0, or 21 J,* 
726, equal to 28.23 per cent.
